In Swedex, that 
King, Court, and their Military Officers, are the better for their 
Conqueſts, 1n uy Denmark, . Ru[sia, and ſome places anti- 
ently belonging to Poland ; but the Commons the worſe : Spain 
is undone, by the great number of people ſent thence to the weſt- 
Indies, which hath depopulated the Country , France reaping 
more benefit by keeping their people at home to Manufactures, 
than Spin doth by ſending theirs abroad for Silver and Gold; 
aad now, though by theſe inſtances it may appear to be the Inte- 
reſt of the people of other Nations, ſo well as ours, to live in 
peace, without covering additions ; yet It is more our true Inte- 
reſt, ( becauſe, by reaſon of our Situation, we have no need of 
Forteign Frontier Towns, 'our Ships well ordered, being better 
thanother Princes bordering Garriſons) than any other King- 
doms to neglect eſpecially Europian acquiſition, and colonies; and 
apply our ſelves: 

Firſt, Tothe improving of our own Land, of which we have 
morethan we have people to manage. 

Secondly, To the Increafing our Home and Forreign Trades, 
for which we have natural advantages above any other Nation. 

Thirdly and Laſtly, to make uſe of our ſtrength (which Trade 
will increaſe ) together with the helps that God and Nature hath 
given us in our Situation , and otherwiſe, to the keeping the 
Ballance amongſt our Neighbours ; For if the Province of Hel- 
land, which is but Four hundred thouſand Acres of profitable 
ground, is by the benefit of Trade abletodo ſo much, as we ex- 
perienced the laſt Warr, what might we do, if Trade were im- 
proved, who have much more advantages for it, than they have: 
I aſcribe what was done by the Netherlands inthe late Warr to the: 
Province of Holland; becauſe, that though the Provinces are: 
ſeven in number, Hollands due proportion of all charges, is. 5.85 
ina hundred, to all the others 413, of which 413, Holland gets 
little more than 20. honeſtly paid them, inſomuch, that ir alone 
may be reckoned to bear four fifths in a hundred, to one fitth that 
all the other fix bearsz and how prodigious a thing is it, that 
Holand, no biggerthan as before mentioned, ſhould be able ro

Charges inthe late Warr was abundantly greater than onrs, yet 
by their good management, to be fo little the worſe for it, that 
atthe conclufion of the Wart, to have their Credits ſo high, thar 
they could have commanded what Money they had pleaſed ar 
Threeinthe Hundred, and all this by the meer additional benefit 
of Trade and good Order, and how by Cremwells indiſcreet neg- 
leting of Trade, and chooſing Warr when he was in Peace, did 
he mils the true Intereſt of England, as by his ill founded de- 
figns, he did the Intereſt of the Reformed Religion z For if he 
had ſucceeded in his unjuft Invaſion of the Spaniſh Territories in 
the weſt- Indies, ( as God ſeldome proſpereth diſhoneſt under- 
takings )-it being intended-for a State acqu'fition, the benefit 
would not have been defufive, but chiefly ro himſelf and Favo- 
rites, and prejudicial to the people in generall, though at the ex- 
pence of their ſubſtance, the acqueſts would have been made: 
For had he met with ſo much ſucceſs in the gaining thoſe Coun- 
tries, andin them, that plenty of Gold and Silver as he vain- 
ly hoped for, we ſhould have been as unhappy in them ( in the 
depopulating of our Countries, by the loſs of the multitnde of 
people that muſt have been fent thither, and in impoveriſhing our 
Nations by the vaſt charge of a continual Warr ) as Spainis, and 
tono other end, than the making of him only Rich, able to In- 
flave the remaining people,' and to- make himfelf abſolute over 
them; for the preventing of which, in ſuch Tyrants as Cromwell, 
furely Moſes had aneye, when he ſaid'that they ſhonld not greatly 
multiply Silver and Gold; * And thus, as Cromwells deſigns muſt, 
toanimpartial Judgement; appear to have been laid, ſome diſho- 
neftly, others impolitickly, and all contrary to the Intereſt of 
the: Kingdome, ſo the Mie of them was dammageable to the 
people of England: As, | - 

Firſt, in his ſudden making a Peace with Holland , ſoſoon as 


he got the Government , without thoſe advantages for Trade, 


as they who beat them did intend to have had, astheir due, and 
juſt ſatisfacdion for their Charges in the War, 
Secondly , in his War with Spain, by the loſſe of that benefi- 
cial Trade to our Nation, and giving it tothe Hollanders ? by 
whoſe 
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' that Trade which we had of it, with 25, inthe 


whoſe -hands we drave (during the 'War ): the'preateſt part Bf 
nr laced o 


to them, and as much loffe to us, | 
Thirdly, by our lofſe in that War with Spain,:of 1500 Enzlifh 
ſhips, according as was reported to that Aſſembly; called Richards 
Parliament. © 
Fourthly , in the diſgracefulleſt defeat at Hiſþaniola that ever 
this Kingdom ſuffered in any age or time. A | 
Fifthly, and laſtly, in ſpending the great Publick ſtock he 
ound , and yet leaving avaſt Debt upon the Kingdom, as'ap- 
eared by the Accomprs brought into Richards Afſembly,' which 
had, (I believe) been yet much higher, but that they who un- 
der him managed the Aﬀairs, were a ſort of-People who had 
been long diſciplin'd, ( before his time!) toa'Prificiple'of Bru- 
gality , and- againſt Cheating ; though at:coufening the pooter 
People, for their Maſters benefit, ſome of them were grown &s 
dexterous , as if 4 had been bred in the Court of Spain; For 
beſides impoſing Rzc/-ard upon the People, after his Fathers death, 
by a forged Title, according to the very Law they took tobe 
in being , when by his Aſſembly , they were ordetedto'bring in 
an Accompt of the Receipts, and payments of the Kingdom; 
they made about Sixty thoulin1 pounds ſpent in Intelligence, 
whereas it icoſt not above Three or Four thouſand at moſt ;, and 
calculating the reſt by theſe, it may well be concluded, that they 
were expert in their Trades. SAT 4p | SHES OE 
Ic is confeſſed, that olzvers Peace and League with France, 
was upon honourable Articles ; bur as the tottering Aﬀaires of 
France then ſtood , much more could not have been ſooner 
asked; than had; For Mazerine, being a Man of a large and'fubtle 
wit , apprehending the Greatneſs of England at thartime, which 
was then dreadfall tothe World, and the Vaſt advantages Frdnee 
would have in pulling down , by their help , of Spain, granted 
him , not onely any thing for the preſent rhat he demanded ;-bnt 
diſregarded -4lſo , even his Parties making their 'boaſts of [rhe 
awe he had him under , Conſidering! ,\that when 'Cromwelt had 
helped him., to. do this Work , in bringing under the'Houſe of 
Auſtria , and therein caſting Chriſtendom __ 
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. de, he ſhould afterwards have' leiſure to recover what then he 
ſeemed to: part with, And though nothing is more ordinary, 
than to hear Men bragg , how oliver Yapoured over France, I 
do- eſteem ' Mazerene's complying with him ,'for:his own ends, 
to be the Chiet piece of all his Miniſtry; For by that means only, 
and no other, is his Maſter become 0 great at this day, rhar 
no Factions at home can diſturb his Peace , nor Powers abroad 
frighten him, Which. is more than any King of Fraxce, ſince 
Chgrlesthe Great, could (ay; And: when his Neighbour Nations 
have ( too lateLfeat;): experienced his Greatneſs , they will finde 
cauſe to- Curſe the: ignorance of olzver's Politicks, * And were 
not this a matter of Fa ,freſh in the memory. of every one,it were 
hardly to. be believed; that a Man, having had ſo large experi- 
ence of theabilities of his Maſters, the Long Parliament, thonld 
£. ſoon! as things, came into his hands, walk ſo. contrary to 
their - example, and the true Intereſt of England, as it appears 
hedid;. but by-ic he ſhewed no lels than his Ignorance in Foreign 
Affiires, and the true Intereſt of Nations; And that he fell into 
this: Error -by not” underſtanding that our Intereſt was changed 
from what it 'had: been about fifteen years before, when it!had 
for eighty years together , at leaſt , beenour Intereſt to fide with
